GI Pay Raise 
Faces Defeat 
In Congress 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—A po- 
tically popular proposal to give 
45 a month extra hazard pay 
o servicemen fighting in Korea 
aced uncertain fate in congress 
oday. 


Veteran lawmakers, who would 
ot be quoted by name, said the 
cmbat pay proposal would be lost 
n a senate-nous conference com- 
mittee. 


Technically it won senate ap- 
roval yesterday, after some con- 


fusing parliamentary maneuvers, 
as a rider to a multi-milhon-dollar 
"cost-of-hving" pay boost for the 
more than 3l/2 million persons in 
the uniformed services. 


The entire measure now goes to 


the house which on Jan. 15 ap- 
proved a bill which would boost by 
10 per cent the base pay and allow- 
ances for food and rental of every- 
body from privates and recruits to 
top generals and admirals. 


The senate bill would hold the 


base pay increase to 3 per cent, 
and deal with the food and rent 
allowances on a flat dollar basis 
rather than percentages. The aver- 
age increase in total military pay 
under the senate bill Is 5.6 per 
cent.

URBANA—You can get the jump 


on coccidiosis in your spring lambs 
this year by using good manage- 
ment practices, says a University 
of Illinois animal parasitologist. 


Dr. N. D. Uevine of the College 


of Veterinary Medicine points out 
that regular rotation of the lambs' 
pasture is the most important 
single step In controlling coccidio- 
sis. Rotation prevents the pasture 
from becoming too highly contam- 
inated. 


Other important steps are to 


separate the lambs from the ewes 
as early as possible, provide clean 
drinking water, and feed balanced, 
nutritious rations. 


Dr. Levine says coccidiosis is 


caused by a tiny parasite that is 
swallowed wilh contaminated grass 
or water. It strikes the intestinal 
tract causing diarrhea and often 
death. 


Young lambs less than two 


months old are most likely to get 
the disease. Old ewes are usually 
infected with, the germs but' are 
not harmed by them. The ewes 
are the ones that contaminate the 
pastures and spread the disease to 
the lambs.

Tests show that pigs lacking 


enough vitamin B12 do not reach 
top growth, do not feed efficiently, 
are extremely sensitive and have 
rough hair coats. 


Tests at the Iowa Experiment 


Station indicate that the require- 
ment for weanling pigs is about 
•1 micrograms of vitamin B12 per 
pound of total ration. 


Catron's talk will also cover re- 


sults of many recent studies on 
protein needs, amino acid require- 
ments, the role of mtibiotics in 
swine rations, and synthetic milk 
for baby pigs. 


Five talks by Illinois swine 


specialists will make up the morn- 
ing session. Catron and two other 
oul-of-stale authorities will speak 
in the afternoon. Swine growers 
are invited to attend a swine dis- 
ease panel at the auditorium of the 
Veterinary Medicine building at 
3:30 p.m.

Congress' Many Investigations 


Taking Time, Money 


The power of congress to investigate is inherent in its 


power to make laws. But it has been apparent that in re- 
cent years congress has devoted a disproportionate share of 
its time to investigating, and too little to law-making. 


A recent survey by the New York Times gives some 


fresh substance to this complaint The Times found that 
since 1950 there have been 225 investigations launched, and 
that 60 are currently in progress. 


This makes the 82nd congress the most investigative one 


in U. S. history, and before it, the 80th and the 81st had 
established new peaks. The upward trend is unmistakable. 


Money voted for these inquiries by the 82nd congress 


comes to $4,100,000 in addition to funds regularly alloted 
for normal committee work- This is about $600,000 more 
than the sum allowed for the 81st. 


Right now about 20 proposals for new inquiries are pend- 


ing. They call for outlay of almost $1,000,000 more.

There are so many separate probes that congress can no 


longer house them all. It has begun renting hotel rooms 
m downtown Washington. The old Supreme Court chamber 
in the capitol used to be just a sightseer's delight. Today 
it s in steady demand as a hearing room. 


Often the investigating groups hold both morning and 


afternoon sessions, thus limiting the average legislator's 
law-making" to an occasional chase to the senate or house 
floor for a roll call. This hardly seems a system designed to 
produce-good laws. 


Another complaint is an old one but it's still valid. In- 


vestigations of the executive departments and agencies are 
so numerous that many federal officials devote a good part 
of their time to Capitol Hill.

They frequently bring large staffs with them. This fact 


plus .-repeated committee demands for more data, reports 
and other supplemental work cuts heavily into the depart- 
ment s regular operating funds. Certainly government serv- 
ice must be impaired in at least some of these cases.

American people how their congress spends its time The 
next step is equally important. 


We need to know how many of the hundreds of investi- 


gations conducted by congress in recent years have actually 
led to useful legislation. And how many have been publicity 
circuses largely wasteful of lawmakers' time and the taxpay-

We started in 
with the cheaper grades of mer- 
chandise, as we proceeded a bet- 
ter grade , was shown, jewelry, 
satin bed-comforters, silk pillows, 
lamps, shoes, etc. were on dis- 
play. We next visited shops that 
displayed beautiful handwork, em- 
broidery on fine linens, silks ana 
satins. So fine was the work it 
must have been done under a mic- 
roscope. 
The merchant declared 


all the linen pieces were over one 
hundred years old. Of course one 
hundred years is nothing in this 
country of centuries. 
Our next 


stop was exciting, an antique shop 
bulging with the most gorgeous 
things you ever saw. They were 
very costly, quite out of line, I 
thought. Tradespeople are very 
polite but very anxious to sell. 
The American 
tourist 
means 


much to them. Their price is 
high but they mostly seem will- 
ing to come down in order to 
make a sale. 


Much to See 


There was a tremendous amount 


to see in Istanbul and so very 
much of interest. 
Originally one 


of the powerful empires with a 
population of 20,934,670, it is now 
a 
national state. 
Our United 


States has given extensive aid 
with a view of building up their 
railroads, mines and industries. 


Istanbul has had 
one of the 


most epochal histories of any city,a cathedral, then a mosque. As 
in the world; founded by Greek in most of these old cities there 
colonists centuries before Christ. 
It was rechristened Constantinople 
in 333 A. D. and considered a sec- 
ond Rome. 
For more than a 


thousand years it stood as the 
citadel of the Greek 
Orthodox 


faith and heir of the Roman'Em- 
pire until 1453 when the Turks 
conquered it and made it the cen- 
ter of their empire. In 1923 the 
new Republican Turkey adopted 
its 
present 
name 
which still 


means the city of Constantine. No 
longer the capital it still Is the 
business center and largest city 
of the republic with a population 
of one million. 


Visit Mosque 


Our first visit to a mosque was 


:n Istanbul. There are said to be 
500 of them. We went to three of 
of the most important. • You have 
seen pictures so I will not de- 
scribe the outside structure only 
o say it is very impressive with 
ts dome roof and spires; some 
<pires are of gold. Most of the 
mosques were built in the 7th and 
th centuries. You see as you en- 
er the mosque court an attrac- 
ive building of stone 
and 
iron 


grill, a bit like a pergola. It is 
ircular and around the base is a 
arrow trough with running water 
vhere you wash your feet 
and 


ands, this you do before enter- 
ng the mosque. 


We were met at the entrance 
f the mosque and were 
given 


lippers to put on over our shoes, 


few steps found 
us 
treading 


beautiful 
Turkish rugs. There 


were some 50 enormous rugs, an- 
tique and hand woven. We all 
found it difficult 
to walk 
and 


keep the slippers on. Finally one 
of our party gave up, carried the 
slippers/ took off her shoes and 
walked in her stocking feet. 


No Chairs 


There are no chairs in the 


mosques; you 
kneel, then 
sit 


down. 
A chandelier in the cen- 


ter of the mosque contained 1. 
000 lights. 
It 
was 
made of 


wrought iron. There was a larger 
enclosed balcony of fine ornamen- 
tal grill work for the princesses 
where they could see but not be 
seen. The mosque was dated the 
7th century. We visited the love- 
ly Blue Mosque built in the 16th 
century. 
Its floors are also en- 


tirely covered with Turkish rugs 
of fine quality. We admired the 
fine mosaic work and paintings. 
The 
magnificent domed build- 


ing covers one block of land. Two 
of the largest stone pillars I have 
ever seen gave distinction to the 
outside of the Blue Mosque. There 
could be nothing more beautiful 
in all the world than the treas- 
ures seen In *he museum of Istan- 
bul—silks embroidered in pearls 
by the thousands introduced also 
with thousands and thousands of 
precious stones, diamonds, emer- 
alds, sapphires and rubies. I am 
speaking of a bed and tiie cover- 
ng, of the ancient days of luxury. 


Beyond Description 


All their gold and silver orna- 


ments were in the same class, 
magnificent and far beyond de- 
scription. What a world it must 
have been for the ,rlch. 
Over 


1400 years ago this was built as 


is a city wall. The one here kept 
the city free of attack for one 
thousand years. Our*sight seeing 
included a visit to the palace Sul- 
tans, filled wtih treasures were 
the historic rooms. 


The Istanbul university 
is of

Would 
this" be a lack of vitamins, or a 
more serious thing?

A—In all probabilty, this Is a 


degenerative condition in the knee 
joint, probably not related to vi- 
tamin lack. It is not serious ex- 
cept for the discomfort which It 
may cause, though It sometimes 
goes under the name of degenra- 
ttvo arthritis or osteo-arthrltls. It 
it harmful for a person with this 
sort of condition to carry too much 
weight. A certain amount of relief 
can often be obtained by wearing 
elastic bandages and by other 
measures. 


Q—My two-year-old son is ser- 


iously bothered with constipation, 
and my sister wonders if this-is 
because he wears overall pants 
with elastic which leaves a mark 
around his abdomen.

PARENT'S NAGGING MAY 
KILL CHILD'S CONCENTRATION 


By MURIEL LAWRENCE 


Steven is eight years old, a normally bright little boy. However 


he does very poor work in school, where his teacher says he finds 
it very hard to concentrate. His mother wants to know if she can do 
anything to help Steven. 


Yes, she can. She can make it her business to find out what so 


absorbs Steven's interest that he has none left for lessons. 


Quite often, children find it hard to concentrate on spelling or 


arithmetic, because they are so preoccupied with defending themselves 
^at they have no energy left for other things. If we nag them, for 
example, they may try to defend themselves J>y day-dreaming them- 
selves right out of the reach o£ our voice into lovely, imaginary sit- 
uations. 


Or they may try to defend themselves against the noise of our 


complaints by playing so violently, so excitably that they drown out 
our noise with theirs. This excessive interest in self-defense is so apt 
to be a factor in most problems of concentration failure that parents 
of children who have the difficulty should go in for some*pretty in- 
tensive self-examination. 
^. Are we naggers? After punishing, do we moralize interminably? 
T>o we punish, or do we just complain, wishing we dared to punish? 
Do we feel abused by our boss, mother-in-law, wife, husband? Are 
we worried about something we are afraid to face? 
Do we feel life 


' has let us down and that we're failures? 


It is not a bit inappropriate that my well-worn old Webster tells 


me that the verb "to concentrate" is "to purify through the elimination 
of useless material." 


That's pretty straight from the shoulder. We're told, it seems 


to me, that if we want our day-dreamy or overactive moppet to con- 
centrate on his lessons, we can do it by eliminating from his experience 
^•.seless material like self-pity, anxiety, self-distrust, vindictiveness am 
similar contaminating stuffs. 


How does the purification of their homes help them to concentrate 


at school? 


THREATENED CHILD STAKTS DEFENSE PRODUCTION 


We might think of it this way. A country that feels threatened 


puts its steel into defense production, just as when it ceases to fee 
threatened, it puts its steel into innocent things like cars and toasters 
When Bess feels threatened, she behaves just like a country. She puts 
her energies into her kind of defense production. Instead of concen- 
-Jrating on lessons, she pours her vitality into tension, over-activity, im 
possible fantasy, excitablcness, strain. 


If I want to help her divert this vitality into other channels, I don'i 


.add to her sense of strain by fussing about her lessons. I don't discuss 
her inability to concentrate in front of her. I forget the lessons and 
the ability to concentrate while I try to persuade Bess that she is not 
threatened. 


I don't nag her. I don't give two orders at the same time. I give 


as fexv as possible. Those I give I make simple, clear and precise 
And as I show her that I want her to be herself without fear, she 
will begin to relax. No longer braced against criticism and complaints 
^ess will gradually find that she has a supply of unused energy on 
nand. She will be ready to concentrate on lessons. 


Let's be clear on one point. If, upon consideration, it seems to us 


that our. youngster is too preoccupied with self-defense at the cost of 
his school work, we have no right to be angry or annoyed with him 
He has been right to concentrate on protecting himself instead .of on 
'"lessons. He has put first things first. 


The ability to concentrate is based upon a sense of order. Nagging 


children is one of the most untidy habits we can get into. As nagging 
is so often responsible for their failures to concentrate, we see that it 
may be our own failure to concentrate that accounts for theirs.

Ask Cooperation of Nation's 
Airports in Event of Attack 


FORT WORTH, Tex., (AP)—The 


Defense department today asked 
operators of the nation's airports 
to help control friendly aircraft 
in the event of an enemy air at- 
tack. 


The request was made to the 


American Association of Airport 
Executives by General Benjamin 
Chidlaw, Colorado Springs, chief 
of the air defense command, in a 
prepared address. 


Earlier. Chidlaw told a news 


conference that a Pearl Harbor 
type of enemy surprise attack is 
possible because of the inability 
of a country of three million square 
miles to completely defend that 
area and 10.000 miles of harbor. 


"One of the greatest dangers we 


face is that during a surprise air 
attack portions of the air defense 
system might become what we call 
"saturated" due to the quantity of 
flight activity, friendly and hos- 
tile. 


"This saturation of the'airspace 


could mean that a large pait of 
our air defense capability would 
be negated in distinguishing be- 


tween friendly and hostile flights." 


Joseph K. McLaughlin, director 


of the Illinois Department of Aero- 
nautics, Springfield, recommended 
that the association push for en- 
abling legislation in the states for 
independent airport authorities and 
city airport boards. 


These would have power to is- 


sue bonds and levy taxes, and 
would cut across city and county 
boundaries like a school district or 
park district. 


McLaughlin also recommended 


the establishment of effective state 
coordinating and action agencies 
in those states lacking them.

sought as suspects in an interna- 
tional dope ring were men reported 
previously deported from the Unit- 
ed States.

ago at Alcamo, Sicily, where police 
seized large 'quantities of heroin 
hidden" in a false-bottomed trunk. 
They said they arrested Frank 
Mancuso. whom they identified as 
having been deported from the 
UniteW States. 


Officers said' they later raided 


the residence near Rome of Frank 
Coppola and found another large 
quantity of heroin. Coppola, also 
identified as having been deported 
from the United States, escaped.

One Rome news- 
paper said the arrests and drug 
seizures were made with the aid of

On hearing the 
alarm, they raced to the hotel, and 
ran through it, pounding on every 
door.

WASHINGTON. (AP)—Hairy S. 


Tiuman seems likely to be more 
comfortably fixed financially when 
he leaves the White House than 
he was when he entered it seven 
years ago. 


There is no information avail- 


able on how much of his pay the 
president has been able to salt 
away, but some of his associates 
believe it's enough to keep the wolt 
from coming anywhere near the 
Trumani-doorstep. 


The president, who announced 


Saturday night he wouldn't accept 
nomination for another term, has 
been drawing a $100,000-a-year 
salary wnce January, 1949—plus an 
annual $50,000 tax-free allowance. 


All Taxable 


When he took office April 12, 


1945, the presidential pay 
was 


$75,000 a >year—all of it taxable. 
As vice'president unaer Franklin 
D. Roosevelt from January until 
April of that year, Truman was 
paid at the rate of $20,000 a year— 
a job that ^ow pays Alben Barke- 
ley 530,000 and a $10,000 non- 
taxable allowance. 


As a senator from Missouri be- 


fore he was elected vice president, 
Truman's salary was $10,000 a 
year. That was $2,500 less base 
pay than senators now receive, and 
they also currently draw a $2,500 
tax-free expense allowance. 


Hired Wife 


After becoming president, Tru- 


man let it be known that as a 
senator he had to hire his wife 
as his secretary because his $10,- 
000 salary would not pay all his 
expenses. 


The big pay increase in 1949 


seems to have reversed that situa- 
tion. Helping, too, where the more 
than " three years the Trumans 
lived at Blair house—from Nbvem- 
ber, 1948, until last week—\vhile 
tha White House \\*as being re- 
modelled. 


Expenses were much less at the 


temporary living quatters across 
Pennsylvania avenue. 


No Pension 


There is no fedeial pension for 


ex-presidents, and 
congressional 


officials say he isn't eligible for 
a pension based on the 10 years 
he was a senator. The pension 
plan for former members of con- 
gress went into effect after he 
was in the White House, and it 
had no retroactive feature.

Nine bodies were taken from 


the B-29 Superfort which plunged 
into the ground 40 miles north- 
east of Tokyo in a violent rain 
storm last night. 


The air force said two survivors 


were hospitalized with shock and 
burns. 


The air force also located the 


bodies of two crew members of .a 
B-26 light bomber which dived 
into the sea off the southeast Up 
of Hokkaido, Japan's northein- 
most island. The third crew mem- 
ber is believed to have perished 
in the crash.

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Alabama Traffic Fatalities 
Take Drop as Governor Slams 
The Brakes on Auto Speeders 


By REX THOMAS 


MONTGOMERY. Ala. —(AP)— 


Alabama's governor, striving to 
•top the slaughter on state high- 
ways, has put the brakes on speed- 
ers. 


A rigidly enforced speed limit of 


«0 jniles and hour in the daytime 
ana 50 at night prevails on all U.S. 
highways and 56 of the most heavi- 
ly traveled state routes. 


In the first three months the 


highway death rate dropped sharp- 
ly. The 90-day total was 174, com- 
pared with 241 fatalities in the cor- 
responding period last year. 


Before Gov. Gordon Persons took 


matters into his own hands and 
•peed-zoned the roads, the only 
thing resembling a statewide ceil- 
ing on fast driving was a "reason- 
able and proper" limitation. 


Every motorist had his own ideas 


what that meant. Meantime. Ala- 
bama built up one of the nation's 
bloodiest traffic records. 


The legislature in 1951 turned 


down a speed limit bill, but Gov. 
Persons was determined. A law 
already on the books gave him the 
^answer. It allowed the governor, in 
effect, *to regulate fast driving on 
"any part" of a highway if condi- 
tions Justified it. 


Zone Roads 


So, on the theory that "any part" 


of a road could mean all of it, 
Persons by executive order zoned 
the entire lengths of the various 
highways for 60-50 speed. 


There have been some com- 


plaints but Public Safety Director 
L. B. Sullivan, who runs the state 
highway patrol, said the public by 
and large has been cooperative. 


A Montgomery insurance man. 


L. M. McNeill, jr.. has started a 
court test, contending the law pro- 
viding for speed zones applies only 
to limited areas and can't be 


stretched to cover whole highways. 
No final ruling is likely from the 
state supreme court for several 
months. 


McNeill was fined $5 for doing 65 


at night. Under the governor's ex.- 
ecutive order, it could have been 
anything up to $100 and 10 days in 
jail. Most fines throughout the 
state, says Safety Director Sulli- 
van, have been $10 or $15. 


What Effect 


What effect, if any, the speed 


limit has had on tourist travel is 
hard to determine. The operator of 
a Montgomery motel says the vol- 
ume of traffic is off somewhat 
from last year but he hasn't heard 
any loud beefs about the new driv- 
ing restrictions. 
• 


There have been complaints, 


though, and at least one Midwest- 
ern newspaper suggested alternate 
routes for its readers to avoid pass- 
ing through Alabama. 


Sullivan says some discontent is 


natural because motorists for years 
"have felt they were home free" 
once they got in Alabama. 


From the time the slow-down de- 


cree went into effect Nov. 15 until 
Feb. 15 of this year, the death rate 
fell nearly 30 per cent below that 
for the corresponding 1950-51 pe- 
riod, even though the number of 
accidents investigated by the high- 
way patrol jumped from 1,764 to 
2,297. 


Better Reporting 


That increase, says Sullivan, re- 


sulted largely from better accident 
reporting. A new financial respon- 
sibility law requires motorists to 
notify the public safety depart- 
ment of all mishaps involving per- 
sonal injury or property damage of 
at least S50.

sulted in fewer deaths after the 
fast driving curb went into effect is
